a tunnel sixty feet long 
In the place 
of one 
well as 
suggested 
by 
the 
Corporation 
Commission 
we have dug three 
wells and put into service three 
tunnels

It is true that the prior legal

I will write you a few lines to 
let you know I am well and hope

We were there for sev¬ 
eral days tb rest and while there 
slept in the loft of an old Dutch ¬ 
mans house or barn on the straw 
He lived in one end of the lower

I wrote a letter one eve 
ning and left it on the straw and 
the next morning we left before 
daylight and it was raining so I 
forgot my letter 
This is German stationery

and ink I am writing with 
We have been 
on the march 
since November 29th 
I am driv-

fwhich I have driven most of my 
time when there was any moving 
going on 
We have had a hard Irip but 
we have reached our definite stop 
now 
We are in adittje 
town in 
Germany 
got here 
flay before 
yesterday 
I am in an old mans 
house writing now 
The old man 
is making baskets 
He says he 
has six sons in the army and his 
wife is dead 
He also says for 
me to send his regards to Amer¬ 
ica 
I got your pictures out and 
showed them to him 
The old 
fellow 
threw his baskets down 
quick 
to 
look at them 
I told 
him my father was 76 years old 
December 
10th and he said he 
would be 76 years old on Decem- 
ber

scattered all over the town

We came through Belgium and

largest town we saw in Belgium

Diekirch 
and 
the first one 
in 
Germany 
was 
Mettondorf 
It 
was there 
we got some apples 
and beer from the German peo 
ple and got them cheaper than 
we did in France 
We bought some apples at one 
place and one of the boys said 
We get 
apples 
cheaper here 
than we did in France 
and the 
man said 
Yes 
they were hard 
to get down at Metz 
where I 
have been 
Then we 
ot inter- 
ested

and asked him what he 
wasdoing at Metz 
He said he 
was in the artillery and shooting 
at 
Thiancourt 
France 
Well 
our guns Were set at that town 
and we were shooting at Metz 
or towns near Metz 
It seemed 
quite funny and worth laughing 
about 
shooting at each other 
November 
11th 
and December 
6th buying fruit from them and 
this man 
had 
only been home a 
few days 
I guess that old boy and 
his 
fellow soldiers 
made 
me 
cruess 
more than once for I have been 
in Thiancourt several times when 
they were shelling and bombing 
it with aeroplanes for I hauled 
lots of ammunition throughthat 
town 
and 
they didnt always 
forget to send a little poison gas 
oyer either 
But l hope every 
body can befriends from now on 
1 like Belgium and Luxemburg 
fine and Germany is alright only 
we didnt see the sun for twelve 
or fifteen days more 
than an 
hour in that time but this is a 
bad timeof the year to tell any¬ 
thing about this country

I took a bath in the 
creek or river
